A recent California Film Commission survey charted the flow of film production out 
of California. In 1998, California counted 510 feature film starts; in 1999, that number 
dropped to 440. During those same two years, feature film starts in Canada jumped 
from 59 to 93, in the United Kingdom from 15 to 63, and in Australia from 9 to 17. 


California Governor Gray Davis has established a $45 million fund to encourage 


producers to remain in California. Called the “Film California First Program,” the 
money comes from the state’s general fund to reimburse some of the costs incurred by 
productions. Under the program, reimbursable costs include state and federal employee 
costs, federal permit and rental costs, and local public employee costs for fire services 
and non-police public safety. The funds also support an incubator program for innova- 
tive independent productions.
